Red Cross for the al ¬ 
leviation of suffering among the 
American 
troops in France 
and 
their dependents at home 
and 
among the fighting forces and 
civilian populations of the allied 
countries 
The proclamation follows 
Inasmuch as the war fund of 1917 
so generously contributed by the Amer ¬ 
ican people to the American Red Cross 
for the administration of relief at home 
and abroad 
has been practically 
ex 
hausted by appropriations for the wel ¬ 
fare of the men 
in our military 
and 
naval forces 
and for those dependent 
upon them and for the yet more ur ¬ 
gent necessities of our allies military 
and civilian 
who have long borne the 
brunt of war 
And 
inasmuch 
as 
the 
American 
Red Cross has been recognized 
by law 
and 
international 
convention 
as 
the 
public instrumentality 
for war relief j 
And 
inasmuch as the year of our 
own participation 
in the war has brot 
unprecedented 
demands 
upon the pa¬ 
triotism 
and liberality of our people 
and made evident the necessity of con ¬ 
centrating1 
the work of relief 
in 
one 
main organization which can respond 
effectively and universally to the needs 
of humanity under stress of war

inasmuch as

the war and the closer 
cooperation of 
the American Red Crow with

Saturday afternoon a stranger 
came into ueo r 
Jacobson s 
store corner of Third West and

kind of bar soap 
Mr Jacobson did not have the 
kind 
of 
soap 
wanted 
by 
the 
stranger and the stranger finally 
bought a bar of 
laundry 
soap 
which he said would do 
After the stranger 
left 
the 
store 
Mr Jacobson remembered 
the robbery at Crandalls Phar- 
macy

and that a soft soap 
was 
used by the safe blowers to make 
the cud to pour the 
nitro-glyce- r- 
ine into the crack at the top of 
the door of the safe 
The thought 
struck 
him 
that 
the stranger 
might be one of the safe blowers

men 
who were occupying the lumber
